Great attention is given to field work. Handicrafts, art studies, and to the 
sideciioa of the best books. Scholars get the habit of using books and of 
delighting in them ; they acquire a love of nainre, some manual dexterity, aonte 
ability to produce what they ace w*itb brush or charcoal, and some power to 
appreciate art, including music, and some power of execution.

Schools are qualified to use the Parents’ Union School curriculum upon the

A term's notice is requested 
before withdrawal.

Schools which fail 
to send in sets of examination papers for a year without sufficient reason or to 
observe the other conditions are erased from this Register. The Heads of 
Schools or Classes adopting this scheme must be members of the P.N.E.U.

Ho class list a (ir frrd^r o/ merit are published or kept.. The marks assigned td 
a scholar for any set of papers sinaply show whether lie is above or below the 
average for his age and form but have no rdaiive phi£e value. 

But in Ertder that theie may be no undue pressure oo the part of teachers, no 
eagerness on the part of the scholar to obtain marks to the negicct of interest in 
knowledge, the maximum marks are given^ not to the best papers, but to papers 
growing finite satis/aciory progress for the age and form of the pupil. 

I am layiitg our poaation before you very fully becanse I know you will give 
what I say gentle and candid consideration ; and j.’ou will see, I tldiik, that it is 
not possible to take pan in this movement unleaa one complies vrilh the 
necessary conditibns. All life is conditioned — is ll not ? But you will tell me 
sometime, when you have leisure, if you tbluk the lour conditions of the above 
prospectus unreasonable.
